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Foreword 

This Ethiopian Standard has been prepared under the direction of the Technical Committee for Cereals, pulses and derived 
products (TC 11) and published by the Ethiopian Standards Agency (ESA). 

The standard is a reaffirmation for reprint of the Ethiopian Standard ES :2001, Pulses - of , with 

some editorial changes without altering the technical contents in the former text. 
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Cereals and pulses — Method of packing 



1 Scope 

This Ethiopian Standard specifies the method of packing cereals in bags. 

2 Bags 

2.1 Bags for packing cereal grains shall be made of closely woven jute or similar materials that will not affect the 
composition of cereals or pulses. 

2.2 All bags for packing cereal grains shall be new, sound, clean and free from holes. 

2.3 Similar and uniform types of bags shall be used for packing any one of consignments. 

2.4 The containers including packaging material shall be made of substances which are safe and suitable for their 
intended use. They should not import any tixic substance or undesirable odour or flavor to the product. 

3 Filling and weighing 

3.1 Each bag filled with cereal grains shall have sufficient space left for easily handling. 

3.2 Each bag filled with cereal grains shall have the same nominal net mass for each consignment. 

4 Fumigation 

Bagged cereal grains forming a consignment shall be fumigated when there is an indication of insect infestation. 
Bagged pulses forming a consignment for export shall be fumigated. 

5 Stitching 

5.1 Each bag filled and weighed bag shall be sewn carefully and securely with continuous piece of twine or string. 

5.2 Stitches shall not be more than 3 cm apart

6 Labelling and marking 

6.1 Labelling 

Each bag filled with cereal grain marked with the following information 

a) Name of the grain; 

b) Name and address of producer, importer, exporter; 

c) Crop year; 

d) Class and grade of the grain; 

e) Net mass in kilogram. 

6.2 Marking 

Each bag containing cereal grains that is incompliance with this Ethiopian Standards shall bear the Quality Mark 
upon approval by the Quality and Standards Authority of Ethiopia (QSAE).
